ATHENS (7) Fresh exe- 
cutions today boosted to 213 the 
number of Greek prisoners put to 
death since the assassination of 
Justice Minister Christos Ladas 
Saturday.

British Ambassador Sir Clif- 
ford Norton, the British embassy 
announced, sent a note to Vice 
Premier Constantin Tsaldaris 
asking “details and explanations.” 

The latest to die were 18 per- 
sons ccnfined at. Aegina Prison, 
just outside Athens. They were 
executed this morning. 

The Greek government has de- 
scribed all of those executed and 
facing execution as murderers. 
Most of them were convicted for 
crimes committed during the left- 
ist revolt against Premier George. 
Papandreou's government in 1944 
after the liberation of Greece from 
Germans. Their sentences 
were upheld by a pardons board. 

It was officially anounced that 
152 were executed Tuesday, less 
than 72 hours after Ladas suc- 
cumbed to injuries received from 
a hand grenade which police said 
was thrown by a communist.

at Chaffey is no exception. There was a definite under- 

current of opposition to the Chaffey philosophy as outlined 

by Mr. Spring in the school election two years ago and it 
has been picking up momentum since that time. 
BOARD’S VIEW 

The attitude of the present board of education on this 
question of “Human Excellence’ vs. ,Practical Training” in 
the high school is an important one to consider. For as it.is 
well known, board members, who are elected by the people, 
are usually more of a sounding board for public opinion 
than any appointed school official. 

It would be safe to say that the majority of the board, 
at least, is very much interested in making a complete in- 
vestigation on the possible merits of increased vocational 
education on the high school level. They have received 
complaints from a number of their constituents and have 

, been anxious to focus attention on the entire matter. An 

indication of this was last Tuesday night when Trustee 
Lowell Bartlett in proposing his amendments to the salary 

, schedule also included a motion that a study of the aca- 

demic courses now ‘being offered at Chaffey be made. 

While he didn’t say so, it was quite evident that what he 

had in mind was the growing problem of whether enough 

was being provided for approximately one-third of the high 
school students which is about the percentage that do not go 
on to junior college or a university. 

From our own observations, we have noted that board 
members. are very much aware of the fact that there might 
be need for some additional vocational courses in the high 
school... Most of them are agreed that the development of 
“human-excellence” and citizenship in high school students 
is a worthy one and should be constantly kept before the 
administration and teachers as an ultimate goal. However, 
Pi % at the same time, again from our own observation, there is 
that danger that a sizeable portion of the students are not 
receiving that kind of education for which they are most 
adapted and actually need as a means of livelihood. 

HAPPY MEDIUM 

It is extremely doubtful that any trustee wants to turn 
Chaffey high school into a technical institution. However, 
a clear cut majority are striving to bring about a “happy 
compromise.” In other words, both a liberal arts education 
for those students who are definitely planning to go on to 
college and more complete commercial and technical courses 
, for the hundreds whose education stops on commencement 
day when they receive their high school diplomas. 

At the present time one year of shorthand and bookkeep- 
ing and two years of typing are offered at the high school. 
In addition a course in elementary business is available to 
sophomores and business principles and business English 
to seniors. 

’ In more technical fields, the high school provides shop 
work and mechanical drawing in the freshman year and metal 
shop in the second year. Three complete years of woodshop 

) ‘ and mechanical drawing are also offered as well as one 

year of engines and two years of machines. 

However, there is a strong element, both among the 
faculty and public, which feels that the commercial courses 
, Offered are not enough to equip high school graduates for 

positions ‘in business and industry and recommend a more 
, complete business curriculum for students who have no in- 
‘ tention of seeking any further education. In keeping with 
this same principle, it is pointed out that although wood and 
' * metal shop courses are offered to those who are interested 
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in the more technical aspects of education, students must | 


receive at least “C” in some subjects before moving on to 
the more advanced courses.. While high standards are es- 


sential, they argue, what about those who can't meet this |

world when they graduate? In other words the feeling in

However, it would be possible 
for these two blocs to live side by 
side without going to war, so long 
as the Bolshevists confined their 
efforis to consolidation of the al- 
ready gréat gains achieved by az- 
gression. The democracies aren't 
going to war over what commun-

Czechosiovakia”. 

All this being so, the course of 
wisdom would scent to be to re- 
cognize the existence of the two 
plocs and frame our policies ac- 
cordingly. . Time is a great ma-

plexion of the Russian program 
| for world revolution. Indeed there 
are many who think it might 
oring- about a revulsion against 
communism within those coun- 
cries Which now are ensiaved.
